While the existence of valuable 
clay hanks around Waco is geuerally 
known, tbe extent and quality of the 
coal deposits iu Madiaou county are 
not widely known. These deposits 
exist iu paving quality and quant it y 
only at Big Hill iu thee xtreme south- 
eastern part of tbe county. These 
coal mines are owned aud mined by 
Mr. S. C Carrier. A few years ago a 
mine was opened up on Bear Knob 
but was abaudoned, owing to the in- 
ferior quality of the coal. The coal 
mines at Big Hill are three feet thick 
and seemingly of such an extent as 
to supply Mad is. .n with coal for 
several generations to come.

Mr 
Carrier haa now opened a second mine 
higher up, not ttecauee the first was 
exhausted but becsuse the new mine 
is easier worked. The new mine is 
already 120 feet long, aud eight mineis 
are taking out from 2UU to MM bushels 
of good coal every day ■ The arrange 
meuts are being made to exhibit a 
large block of thia coal at the St. 
Louis World's Fair next year. Mr. 
Carrier has "offered s prize to the 
miner getting out the largest block 
in the next two mouths.
